The 21-year-old striker wants 


to play in the Philips League, but 
he claims it’s disillusionment at 


‘the way the Victorian State 


League club has treated him that 
has made him take his militant 
Stand. _ 


Cullen had hoped George Cross 
would pay his outstanding legal ex- 
penses of $1,100. Instead, he has to 
pay them himself. 

And for a young man recently married, 
and living in this country only on a tem- 
porary visa, that is a heavy burden to 
bear 

The problem stems from a con- 
troversial incident after a Hakoah/George 
Cross game last year. 

Cullen was found guilty by the tribunal 
of punching Hakoah player Bill Jorda- 
nou. The blow broke Jordanou’s jaw, 
and Cullen was given a two-year suspen- 
sion. 

“| regret what | did after that game,” 
said Cullen. ‘| deserved to be punished, 
because what | did was wrong. 

"I'm sorry | caused so much trouble to 
a lot of people, especially to Jordanou. | 
didn't want to break his jaw, but at the 
time | lost control of myself, | just ex- 
ploded. 

“But a two-year suspension is a harsh 
punishment. As soon as it was handed 
down. | knew I'd have to appeal and get 
the suspension reduced, 

"The club’s delegate to the State 
League was with me at the hearing,” 
said Robert, “but said there was not 
much | could do.” 

And so Cullen took the matter into his 
own hands and sought legal advice. 

“The legal firm | went to was inter- 
ested in my case,” he said. “They real- 
ised it was a serious matter; and devoted 
a lot of time and effort to getting my sus- 
pension reduced. 

“But the solicitor and barristers were 
working under the assumption that 
George Cross would pay all the legal ex- 
penses. | was hoping the club would 
back me up.” 

The effort paid dividends, and on re- 
view, the V.S.F. appeals. committee re- 
duced the disqualification to six months. 

Because his visa had expired, Cullen 
returned to his native Scotland. 

George Cross offered to bring Cullen's 
wife, Janice, to Australia. 

Cullen was married when he returned 
home after the 1977 season and was set 
to play with the Cross in May of 1978, 
when his suspension was over. 

But on return to Melbourne, Cullen 
was shocked to hear news from the legal 
firm that the club hadn't paid the $1,600 
bill. 

Cullen paid-$200 of his own money to 
the legal firm and donations from sup- 
porters, reduced the balance owing to 
$1,100. 

Cullen has now given up asking the 
club to pay the money. 

Before George Cross’ game against 
Hakoah in the second round of the 1978 
State League Cup, the financial problem 
reared its ugly head once more, 


‘‘A couple of minutes before we 


were due to go onto the field,” said 
Cullen, ’’a club official came in and 
handed me a letter from the legal 
firm. The company has threatened 
me with legal action if | don't pay the 
bill.” 

Cullen played poorly that game, and it 
is obvious why he didn’t get into he play. 

"I'm trying to prepare myself for a 
game of soccer, and then a letter threat- 
ening legal action is dropped in my lap. 
it’s not the sort of thing that helps you 
get the right attitude,” Cullen said, 

“When | first played with George 
Cross | didn’t care about the money | 
was being paid. | got into crazy tackles to 
win the ball, and fisk injury for the team. 

“But now it's different. | still want 
to win, but the same do-or-die spirit 
isnt there. 

“I've seen two of my best friends — 
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Paul Murphy and Alex McConville 
get axed by the club. | want to leave 
before | get hhe same treatment,” 


Cullen, a store manager for Le Coq 
Sportif, the sportswear manufacturers, 
must now work out how he’s to pay the 
$1,100 bill. 


Another problem he faces is securing 
permanant residency in Australia. 

"My wife and | enjoy living in Austra- 
lia, said Robert. “We have applied for 
residency, but are still waiting.” 

Cullen’s jegal problems may not be 
over even if he wipes out the $1,100 
debt. . 

He said he would use the legal chan- 
nels to secure a transfer if ail else failed. 


“My contract expires at the end of 
this season,” said Robert, ‘’then I'll 
start working on getting a clearance. 
1 hope George Cross is fair to me and 
lets me go, because | will not play for 
the club next season.” 


Cullen wants a move to the PSL ‘be- 
cause he says he will not improve in the 
State Leaque 

“Il can't see the State League ever get- 
ting any better,” he said. “My soccer 
would improve in the national league, 
playing alongside top players, but I'd get 
nowhere if | stayed in the State League.” 

Cullen is prepared to join a Mel- 
bourne-based or interstate PSL club. 


Failing that, he hopes to join a State

At the end of the league season, the 
Cross. was equal third with Moorooibark, 
and had a positive.goal average. 


In the State League Cup series, 
Georgie missed out on qualification for 
the final on goal average. 


“In my opinion, and from what I've 
heard about others, Ken Wagstaff would 
be one of the best coaches ever in 
Australia,” said Robert. 


However, Wagstaff's talent was lost to 
Australian soccer after one season. 


His replacement as coach of George 
Cross was. Biliy Wilkinson, another 
former Hull City man. 


“Billy was also a good coach,” said 
Cullen. “He had a different style, but 
gained great success in 1977. 


“Everyone says George Cross 
wouldn't have done as well in ‘77 if 
Footscray, South Melbourne and Fitzroy 
Utd had not left the league to play in the 
PSL 


“But George Cross would have won 
the championship even if those others 
had been in the league. Our team that 
year was strong and well-balanced.” 


But Cullen missed many of George 
Cross’ games towards the end of 1977 
because of suspension, and had earlier 
missed matches at the start of this sea- 
son. 


Altogether, his six-month suspension 
saw him miss 22 games. 


But Cullen came back with style this 
season. His first game after suspension 
was against Frankston. 


The Cross lost 1-2, but Cullen scored 
the team's goal. 


Three days later, Cullen was on target 
again, grabbing a goal in his team’s 2-2 
draw with Juventus in a postponed State 
League match. 


But midway through the season, George 
Cross had another change in the coach- 
ing position. 


John Sanchez took over from Wilkin- 
son, who resigned. 


"Sanchez has given the players a lot of 
confidence,” a said Cullen. "He got the 
team more organised and encouraged in- 
dividual players.” 


Tommy Cumming, the Essendon 
Croatia forward, is Cullen's pick as the 
besh player in the State League. 


“) have not seen many PSL games,” 
he said, “but Tommy would have to be 
one of the best players in Victoria.” 


| suggested to Robert he and 
Cumming are similar in many respects, 
both being small, fast wingers and hail- 
ing from Scotland. 


‘We are similar in some areas,” 
agreed Robert, “but Tom’s probably 
about 10 times better as a player.” 


That's high praise indeed. 


Strangely enough, Robert's most 
memorable game was an unofficial one, 
and no spectators were present.

“The 15-18-year-old age 
group is a big wasteland in 
junior soccer,” said Jack. 
“Many young players in this 
age group lose interest and 
motivation and drop out of 
soccer. 

"The big factor here is the 
battle facing young players 
making the jump from junior 
to senior soccer. Unless a 
player is excellent, he’s likely 
to play in a State League re- 
serve team, a team in the 
lower reaches of the Met- 
ropolitan League, or maybe 
spend a season sitting on the 
bench for a PSL team. 

“We must give these 
players incentive. An under 
19 competition would give 
them regular, high standard 
soccer, and offer them the 
chance to travel interstate or 
to major country cities.” 

Reilly said these young 
players would get used to 
travel, which would help if 
they broke into a PSL team. 

“The teenagers, when 
given a chance at that level, 
would stick to soccer. But if a 
youngster spent a season or 
two in a State League reserve 
team, he'd be inclinded to 
give the game away because 
he has the lure of girlfriends 
and a car. 

“At present, youngsters 
have to wait until a has- 
been retires before he gets 
a place in a senior team. 
it’s not a good situation."’ 

Reilly spoke of British soc- 
cer, where professional clubs

“A greater concentration 
on the 15-18 age group 
would reduce the drop-out 
rate,” said Jack. 

But Jack realises the pros- 
pects of improvement in this 
area are not good. 

“Nobody's got the guts 
to plan a five to 10-year 
programme,’’ hea said. 
“Very few clubs or admin- 
istrators have the andeav- 
our to commit thamselves 
to a plan. Everyone wants 
immediate success.”’ 


Reilly's under 19 scheme 
ties in with a theory he has on 
the way to increase crowds at 
PSL matches and take soccer 
to outer-suburban areas. 


“With more and more 
juniors coming up through 
the ranks,” he said, “top 
teams slowly are being filled 
with Australian-born players. 


“I'm sure in the next five 
years we'll see local super- 
stars emerge. For example, a 
player from Dandenong 
makes it with South Mel- 
bourne. | guarantee 500 
people from Dandenong will 
go to watch him, if the right 
publicity is used. 


‘If he were built up in the 
Dandenong area as ‘our 
Superstar Johnny’, the locals 
would feel inclined to go to 
watch him play, as though 
he's representing Dandenong 
on the soccer field. 


“Working on that theo- 
ry, a club’s gates would 
rise by 2,500 if the team 
had five local boys who 
had made it to the top.” 


Reilly added that clubs 
would gain a lot by setting up 
a good youth tearm. 


“Apart from attracting 
more people with local play- 
ers.” he said, “a club can 
avoid paying hefty transfer 
fees for overseas players or 
for established stars with 
Australian clubs.” 


Jack added that he wasn't 
against clubs importing 
players and that the practice 
would have to continue until 
Australia produced top play- 
ers, 


“Junior clubs. ask me what 
is their role in the devel- 
opment of soccer at a nation- 
al level,’ said Jack. “Ob- 
viously all junior clubs are 
there to provide a place for 
youngsters to start off in soc- 
cer. But a club must have the} 
aim of getting one of its! 
players into the PSL. 


“Maybe only one in 100 
will be good enough, but if 
the club can get some money 
for him, then it can invest and 
work to get three of the next 
100 into the big time.” 


“Junior soccer is the life 
blood of the game,” said 
Jack, “and it’s about time we 
paid more attention to this 
aspect of local soccer.” 


He added that the cal- 
ibre of our juniors matches 
the standard in Britain, or 
any other country in the 
world. 

“We have the raw materi- 
als, so to speak,” said Reilly, 
“but fall down in the area of 
sp ialist coaching anda lack 
of professional clubs. If we 
had the latter, our excellent 
juniors would become ex- 
cellent seniors, as is the case 
in Britain.” 

Reilly is critical of two 
areas of Australian soccer. 

He believes clubs should 
take a much harder line with 
players, and he believes the 
success of Newcastle KB Utd 
is slightly mis-leading. 
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~ Marconi and South Mel- 
bourne protect their 
coach from the club's 
players. 

“In most cases,” said Jack, 
“a coach is not judged on his 
performance or ability, but on 
the whimes of players. Too 
many club committees are 
accessible to players, who go 
behind the coach’s back to 
whisper in an official's ear. 

“A club should be bigger 
than any player. There must 
be strength in the coach and 
administration to discipline 
any player. 

"| don't know of any player 
who would take liberties in a 
green and gold jumper. 
Players behave in the national 
squad because their heads 
are on the block. 

"But it shouldn’t be fear 
that makes them toe the line. 
Discipline should be imposed 
over a long period at club 

, level. 

“Australian soccer will 
‘never be successful under 
the current administrative 
set-up.’ 

Reilly's knowledge of 
player power comes from his 
time as coach of Fitzroy Alex- 
ander in 1976. 

Jack believes the success 
of Newcastle in the PSL was 
due mainly to an extensive 
promotions campaign. 

“| was talking to a few 
people from the club when 
South Melbourne played up 
there,” said Reilly, ‘and this 
season Newcastle was run at 
a minor loss. 

“The club spent thousands 
on promoting the game, and 
from that point of view New- 
castle is successful. But from 
the point of view of soccer, 
the club hasn‘t done much for 
long-term benefit. 

. “I stand to be corrected 
if I'm wrong, but | think 
you'll find Newcastle 
spent very little money on 
the juniors in the areas. 
The promotional dollars 
they spent lured crowds 
immediately, but what is 
the club doing to ensure 
soccer will continue to 
grow? 

“They sold soccer off the 
field, but didn’t do much on- 
field.” 

Reilly said Newcastle 
would be better off spending 
$10,000 on juniors, than 
giving the samo amount to an 
advertising company. 

“Money spent on juniors 
today means players and big 
crowds in five to 10 years’ 
time. Promotional ex- 
penditure means crowds 
today, but a need to keep 
spending to maintain interest. 

Many will no doubt dis- 
agree with Jack’s opinions. 
But you can‘t deny the man 
credit for his endeavour and 
concern with Australian soc- 
cer. 

Reilly has an inner strength 
that pushes him forward to 
achieve his personal goals. 
The desire to reach constantly 
changing targets‘has kept his 
soccer career alive. 


— 


A good example of Reilly's 
self-motivation was present- 
ed earlier this season. 


After being part of Austra- 
lia's unsuccessful 1978 
World Cup bid, he found him- 
self unable to get a place in 
the South Melbourne team. 


“| had a minor problem 
with kidney stones,” said 
Jack, “which kept me out of 
training for a while. There 
was also the Jet-down of the 
World Cup failure. All the 
players were convinced we 
had a chance right up until 
the last rsaledl 
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Germany's first goal against Australia in a 1974 World Cup match. The game, which the Germans’ “ 


won 3-0, is rated by Reilly as his most memorable. 


“‘l wanted to win my 
place back. It was some- 
thing ! had to put right. ! 
didn’t feel ahy pressure 
from the outside just be- 
cause I'd played for Aust- 
ralia and was suddenly a 
reserve. The pressure 
came from within; my 
pride was dented”. 


It's history that Reilly re- 
gained his place, and went on 
to play as well as he ever had. 

Let’s now trace the career 
of Jack Reilly. 

He was always a goalkeei- 
per, because of his height and 
agility, 

As an 18-year-old he 
joined top Scottish club Hi- 
bernian. But at the same time 
he was attending university 
for a course in law. The con- 
flicting interests put a big 
Strain on Jack’s soccer. 

“‘| had to keep playing 
well,”” said Jack, ‘because 
| needed income from 
soccer to pay my way 
through uni. Often, where 
my next meal came from 
depended on nowy. well | 
played.”” 

Jock Stein, who was re- 
cently appointed coach of the 
Scottish national team and is 
a former manager of Celtic 
and Leeds Utd, was manager 
of Hibs at the time. 

“Stein is head and 
shoulders above any other 
coach | have played under,” 
Reilly said. 

Jack often ran into trouble 
over the conflict between 
training sessions and classes, 
but said the club was fair to 
him and allowed him a flex- 
ible training schedule. 

The top players with Hiber- 
nian at the time were Pat 
Stanton (Scottish  inter- 
national, now Celtic), Peter 
‘McCormack {ex-Liverpool, 
now Bristol City) and Joe.and 
Jerry Baker. 

After five years and 38 first 
team games with Hibs, Reilly 
was bitten by the travel bug. 

He left for the U.S.A. 
where he played with the 
Washington Whips. 

He was to spend 18 
months in North America, 
during which time he met a 
coach who changed his 
whole outlook on soccer. 

“At Washington there was 
a Hungarian called Nagy,’”’ 
said Jack. ‘He coached goal- 
keepers and he improved my 
game tremendously. In fact, if 
he'd coached me when | was 
16, I'd still be playing top 
soccer in Britian today. 

“It was the little things he 
pointed out, like the position- 
ing of your feet when making 
a save, and how to watch ce- 
itain players when reading 
the game. They were things | 
thought | was doing right”. 

With his style altered, 

_Reilly returned to Scotland. 

“When | returned home,” 
he said, “Stein was with 
Celtic and asked me to join 
him. But | turned the offer 
down. Going to Celtic would 
have meant starting at the 
bottom again. | was 25 and 
didn’t fancy doing that’. 


Reilly knew 8ryan 
Thompson and Sobby 
Thomson (rio relation), who 
had played for Aberdeen, but 
were heading to Australia to 
play for Juventus Melbourne. 


“| intended to go to Austra- 
lia,’ said Reilly. “I'd seen 
most of Europe and visited 
the United States, so Aust- 
ralia was a place | hadn't 
seen’. 

Reilly joined Thompson 
and Thomson and the trio hit 
Australian shores in 1969. 

Reilly joined Juventus and 
worked on this new challeng- 
e. 

“It was the start of a-new 
life for me,” said Jack. “| had 
to play well to get people 
believing in me, as well as 
piece together my personal 
and business affairs”. 

Reilly's first game ended 
with a 3-0 victory for Juve- 
over Polonia, and that started 
a happy and prosperous asso- 
ciation. 

“*It saddens me to see 
Juventus floundering at 


_the moment,”* said Jack. 


“Juventus is my first love 
as far as clubs go. I never 
wanted to leave in the first 
place. 

“The club could have 
crowds of 10,000 if it were in 
the PSL, and it wouldn't be 
too hard to re-build Juve.” 

Reilly added that he appre- 
ciated everything Juventus 
did for him, and expressed 
thanks to two men — Tony 
Longo and Jimmy Sim- 
ianato — who were part of 
the club during the heyday of 
the early ‘70s. 

Reilly had a dream start in 
Victorian soccer, being selec- 
ted in the State team a week 
after his first game here. 
During his first season, he 
was selected for the national 
team. 

But after 24 seasons with 
Juve, Reilly saw the dis- 
intergration of Juve’s 1970 
team, which had made a 
clean sweep of Victoria’s ° 
soccer honors. 

“The club had spent a lot of 
money,” he said, “and 
wanted to re-coup some of it. 
Juve virtually disbanded the 
team. Rale Rasic asked me if 
1 would like to join St George, 
the team he was coaching in 
Sydney, and | said | would if 
Juventus agreed”, 

Juve didn't hesitate when 
St George offered $6,500 for 
Reilly. 

Reilly stepped from one 
superteam to another. The St 
George team of 1971 includ- 
ed Atti Abonyi, Adrian 
Alston, Johnny Warren, 
Doug Utjesenovic, Man- 
fred Schafer, Harry Wil- 
liams and George Harris, all 
of whom represented Austra- 
lia. 

St George won the 
championship, but Reilly was 
forced to travel from Mel- 
bourne to Sydney and back 
each weekend to play. Busi- 
ness commitments prevented 
him from moving to Sydney. 

For that reason, Reilly de- 
cided to return to a Mel- 
bourne club. 

He jotned Hakoah St 
Kilda for $6,000. 

“I'm indebted to Les Erdie 
aand Henry Greenfield,” 
said Jack “who put up their 
own money to buy me. No 
other club. in Melbourne was 
prepared to pay the amount 
St George was asking”. 

“The Hakoah team wasn’t 
strong,” said Jack, “and we 
finished fifth in my first sea- 


son. | got the feeling the club « 
was disappointed they didn’t s 
finish higher, But there was s¢ 
no animosity”. 

Reilly's next move was to ¢ 
Fitzroy Alexander on the in- - 
vitation of Tony Boggi, the ; 
man who led Juventus to : 
success in 1970. 

Boggi was coach in 1975 s% 
of Fitzroy, but left the club 
after that season, 

That paved the way for 
Reilly's ill-fated excursion into 
the coaching field. ios 

“My season as coach in * 
1976 taught me one . 
thing,’ said Jack. ‘It’s not }s+ 
possible to coach and play ; 
at the same time. I'm not 
going to coach a senior 
side until I’ve finished * 
playing, and have bacome 
equipped to coach”. 

After his stint as coach of 
Fitzroy, Jack left the club and { 
joined South Melbourne. 

“| couldn't return to being 
a player with the club after 
the happenings of the 1976 « 
season,” he said. 

“Taking over as coach * 
turned out to be one of the * 
worst decisions of my life” 

But it’s in the Australian 33 
national team that Reilly has 
made his mark. He's played %: 
more than 40 internationals. 

He picks at his most mem- 
orable game, the Australia v 
West Germany game during 
the 1974 World Cup finals. 

“That's what it’s all about,” 
said Jack, “The crowd was ‘st. 
90,000 and the Becken- ase 
bauers, the Overaths and %) 
the Muellers were on show.” 

In other representative 
games, Reilly has played for 
Victoria 32 times and for 
NSW four times. 

“My most memorable 
game for Victoria was against 
Moscow Dynamo just before 
| left Juventus,” he said. 12 
months prior to the game 
they had beaten us 7-0 and I ts 
had something ay prove to 
myself.

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Va Cup triumphs 


Hakoah, which is celebrating its 50th anni- 


'- versary this year, had its first committee 


meeting in January, 1928. 


The first game was against North Carlton at Fawkner Park and 
Hakoah won 1-0. 

After the game, Hakoah was officially affiliated with the Victorian 
Amateur Soccer Football Association. 

The club was named after the famous Vienna Hakopts chil: 
which had achieved great success in Austria. 

Kurt Defris, who has been secretary of Hakoah-St Kilda since 1947, 
is a former player-of Vienna Hakoah; 

Hans Strohs and vice-president Fred Halperin were also involved 
with the Austrian club, 

The first executive committee of Hakoah-St Kilda was: Joe Shatin 
(president), Sam Yaffe, Alex Orloff, Norman Shatin, Kalman and 
Eric Rogers, Jack Skoinik, Harry Spivakovaky, Stan Rosenberg, 
Sam Goldfein, Henry Goldberg, Bob Fetter and Morrie Belkan. 

During the 50 years ofits existence, the main aim of the club has been 
to keep the traditional name of Hakgah as the symbol of Jewish sports 
involvement in Melbourne. 

Hakoah is justifiably proud of being the only Jewish-sponsored 
soccer club in Melbourne. 

For many years, Hakoah-St Kilda has been the “poor relation” of Syd- 
ney'’s mighty Hakoah club — but it was not always so. 

From 1934 to 1938, for example, Hakoah won three Victorian First 
Division championships and a Dockerty Cup. 

And from 1953 to 1956 inclusive, it won the Dockerty Cup fous 
years running. 

In fact, Hakobh‘has won the Dockerty Cup eight times — more often 
than any other club. 

Kurt Defris is the longest-serving of the current administrators, but 
there are others who deserve mention. 

John Chaskiel, for example, has been chairman for 10 years and 
Kadish Korman has been vice-president and treasurer for almost as 
long. 

Jack Skolnik was one of the strongest early presidents. 

Other prominent Hakoah leaders included Vic Gross, Les Erdi, Dr 
H. Baytch who became a life member of the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation and of course the current VSF Chairman. 

Michael Weinstein, who is still on Hakoah’s committee. 

Hakoah’s past coaches hve included some of the foremost names in 
soccer — Asa Robbins, John Kursweil, Dave Mcintosh, Tom Jack, 
Manny Poulakakis, Jim Adam, Mike Mandalis, Milenko Rusmir, 
Sam Meyer . 

And of course there were also great players. 

One of the greatest was crack centre half Aku Roth who came from 
German club FC Nuernberg and became a regular member of the Victor- 
ian team 

Gerry Chaldi, now coach of Hakoah in Sydney, played half back for 
Melbourne's Hakoah for two years In the sixties. 

Harry Sutherland played in England for Leeds United, Exeter and 
Bournemouth and was player-manager of Western League club Bideford 
before he came to Australia in 1953 - at the age of 38! 

His first job was with Brighton, where as player-coach, he led his new 
into the Dockerty Cup final

To compensate for the absence to date of a sponsor, each of 
the 10 clubs has had to provide a stake of $10,000 to cover the 
estimated running cost during the first season of $100,000 


Unlike State Leagues else- 
where the Queensland com- 
petition involves teams 
throughout the state stroet- 
ching from the Gold Coast in 
the south to Mareeba in the 
north. — 

There are five teams from the 
Brisbane metropolitan area and 
surrounds. These clubs finished 
the 1978 season in the top five 
positions in the first division. 

They are Southside Eagles 
{who won the premiership, Ampol 
Cup and grand final), St. George 
Souths, Ipswich United, Mt. 
Gravatt and Grange Thistle. 

«Ipswich United is actually a 
comination of St. Helens, 
Coalstars and Booval Stars and 
in this competition will be regard- 
ed as 8 Country side, as Ipswich is 
situated 40 kms to the south wast 
of Brisbane 

The Gold Coast club has tre- 
mendous crowd potential be- 
cause of its situation in the 
mammoth tourist area. 

Apparently it is the best pre-' 
pared of all entrants, with a com- 
pany already formed to run the 
* club’s business 

The remaining four entrants, all 
from north of Brisbane, are 
Across The ‘Waves from Bun 
daberg, Frenchville from Rock- 
hampton. Townsville United 


and Mareeba United. Mareeba 
was the last to qualify, after rep!- 
acing the previously accepted 
Mackay Lions. 


The new League is expected to 
have its biggest success rate in

The anti-Latin argument in 
England is two-fold to protect 
jobs for locals and the typical 
negative response to change.

The General Assembly of the 
German Federation (DFB) has decided, 
as from the 1978/79 season, to in- 
troduce temporary expulsion as an ex- 
periment in all amateur matches of as- 
sociations affiliated to the DFB. 


This ruling, which was authorised by FIFA for whom it will 
count as an experiment, will last until the and of the 1980/81 
season 

It is a result of reflections — particularly by OFB president 
Mr H. Neuberger — on how one could halt the increase of 
bad sportmanship without at the same time introducing a 
formal court procedure for football. 

Temporary expulsion gives the referee yat another means 
of punishing guilty players. 

But it will be of decisive significance whether he dis- 
tinguishes efficiently between the caution, temporary ex- 
pulsion or definitive expulsion. 

There is no doubt, that the demand on the referee will be 
higher; but on the other hand, he will perhaps be able to keep 
better control of the match — and particularly of “rogue” play- 
ars. 

We publish here the regulations, issued by the DFB Match 
Committes, approved by the DFB Executive Committee in ac- 
cordance with the General Assembly decision. This is follow- 
ad by some examples to clarify these regulations. 

Naturally, referees must be careful not to misuse the tem- 
porary expulsion regulation; it should never take the place of a 
definitive expulsion. If referees shrink from a definitive ex- 


pulsion through lack of courage and take refuge behind the 
temporary expulsion, they will be doing great harm to football. 

We all know that for certain offences, a caution is too light 
and a definitive expulsion too heavy a punishment. This is 
whare the most important function of the temporary expulsion 
lies. 


Regulations 


7 Principles 


1, The referee can expel a player from the field of play once 
for a period of ten minutes if he considers a caution in- 
sufficient and a definitive expulsion not yet justified. 

A temporary expulsion together with the timing of it, are 
decisions of fact and cannot be questioned. 

3. A temporary expulsion can be awarded without a pre- 
vious caution or after a caution. 

4. A caution cannot be given after a temporary expulsion. 

5. A player sent off temporarily cannot be replaced by a 
reserve player until the time of his expulsion is over. 

6. If a player refuses to continue.the match after the period 
of expulsion, he is to be expelled indefinitely for ungentle- 
manly behaviour (red card). 

7. The referee must immediately send off (red card) any 
player he considers guilty of voilance {violent conduct) or 
serious foul play. 


2 Implementation 


1. Temporary expulsion can only be awarded during a break 
in play 

2. The temporary expulsion must be pronounced as clearly 
as possible to all taking part in the match. In addition to the 
oral announcement to the player concemed, the referee must 


also give the signal to him by lifting one arm snd twice stret- 
ching out all five fingers. 

3. The timing of the expulsion, which can be assigned to a 
linesman, begins when play Is re-started. Half-time and the 
break in play before extra time interrupt the timing, 

4. If the match ends before the and of the temporary ex- 


pulsion, the punishment is deamed to have been served. 


However, if it happens that kicks from tha penalty mark have 
to be taken, the player may not take part. 

5. A player sent off temporarily must be mentioned in the 
referee's report. 

6. Durina the period of their expulsion, plavers sent off tem- 
porarily must stay in principle behind the touch-line standing 
behind the goal-line is not allowed. 

7. Once the period of the temporary expulsion is over, the 
referee will signal to the player to return to the game. The 
player shall re-enter the field at the halfway fine. Without the 
signal, the player may not return to the field of play and take 
part in. the game. 


It is almost impossible to draw up rules for cautions or 
temporary expulsions. In the game of football, each case is 
different; the atmosphere changes from match to match. The 
attitudes of the players also vary enormously. 

Nevertheless we wish to try to give some examples of this 
temporary expulsion. To start with, we would recall that the 
caution is an important tool of the referee for encouraging 
players to play correctly and in a sporting manner. 

We certainly do not need to discuss the caution; most refer- 
ees are completely familiar with it. 


1. A player who has already bean cautioned runs away with 
the ball under his arm after the referee's whistle, in order to 


delay the taking of the free-kick, the throw-in or the corner- 
kick. 

2. After the referee's whistla, a player who has already been 
cautioned kicks the ball quite far away or even amongst the 
spectators. (Here we should not be too patty. Kicking the ball 
only a short distance should not lead to & temporary ex- 
pulsion). 

3. A player who has already been cautioned refuses to keep 
to the right distance at a free-kick. Despite several requests 
from the referee, he does not retire to the correct distance. 

4. At a penalty-kick, a player who has already been 
cautioned kicks the ball away from the penalty-mark. 

5. At a penalty-kick, a player who has already been 
cautioned refuses to leave the penalty area. 

6. A player who has already been cautioned insults an op- 
ponent or team-mate roughly. 

7. A player who has already been cautioned disagrees so 
obviously with a referee's decision that spectators and other 
olayers could be influenced. 

8. The referee cautions a player, who ridicules the referee's 
decision. 

9. A player who has already been cautioned insults or 
threatens the spectators. 

10. A player who has already been cautioned protests con- 
stantly at the referee's decisions. 

All these cases concem players who have already been 
cautioned. In this respect, we would recall the sequence: 
caution — temporary expulsion — definitive expulsion, 

Now there is also a series of casas when the referee will 
immediately resort to temporary expulsion. In this category, 
we find various types of foul play and one form of deliberate
